Work Begins Immediately After 
Approval of $300,000 Bond Issue 


Bulldozers and tree pullers moved onto the 10-acre site 
of the proposed 14th Street school near Euclid avenue today 


to begin clearing the way for 


the 10-classroom unit. 


Passage of the $300,000 bond issue by a 452-107 vote, 
better than 3-1, last Friday assured Upland Elementary School 
District of the fund necessary to begin construction on the 
new structure which will relieve overcrowded classroom con- 
ditions, eliminate two obsolete school buildings, and allow 


children to attend classes without 
having to cross Foothill boule- 
vard. iste : 

The 14th Street School site is 
located on the second 10 acres 
east of Euclid’avenue. It was pur- 
chased recently from Mrs. Hen- 
rietta Hanson for $8,000. Grading 
and clearing operations are now 
being done by Stanley H. Swayne. 

Canvas Votes 

Next step following the pond 
election is the canvassing of the 
ballots, which will take place next 
Friday night when board mem- 
bers check the tallies of the two 
precincts. State education code 
provides that the vote must be 
canvassed seven days after elec- 
tion. 

When the bond issue is officially 
approved, the board then will de- 
cide when the bonds will be sold. 
Then the matter is turned over to 
the county board of supervisors 
for the actual sale of the bonds 
toa bond house, banking firm, or 
other fiduciary institution. 

Two-Classroom Unit 

First unit to be constructed un- 
der the school aistrict’s newly- 
authorized building program, will 
probably be a two-classroom and 
lavatory unit at Upland Elemen- 
tary School. This unit’s plans are 
already complete with specifica- 
tions. 

The board of education still 
must select an architect to draw 
plans for the 10-classroom unit at 
the 14th street site. Following ap- 
proval of site plans will come the 
actual plans, then the working 
drawings, and finally the award- 
ing of bids for construction.

This column expressed the 
view the other day that the 
dangers of world war have re- 
ceded greatly in recent months, 
but pointed out that this does 
not mean the struggle between 
demeeracy and communism is 
drawing to a close. 


Far trom it. The fight will 
continue along ideological lines 


indefinitely. Support for this 
thesis comes from General 
Lucius D. Clay, who, as former 
U. S. military governor in Ger- 
many, has been in one of the 
hottest spots of the conflict. 
The general, speaking at Co- 
lumbia University in New York, 
declared that ‘there remains 
ahead of us for years to come 
a struggle between those who 
promise equal economic return 
and security that cannot be 
provided to the person without 
surrendering individual rights 
and life under control of the 
state, and those who believe in 
democracy, which should pro- 
vide for equal opportunity, sccial 
advance and social progre:s.” 
So tar as Germany is con- 
cerned, the ideological struggle 
will continue to be fierce be- 
cause of that country’s strategic 
position’ in Central Europe. The 
Reidiy*was one of the first na- 
tions in which the Soviet Com- 
intern launched a Red offensive. 
Hitler’s rise to power later 
was due in no small degree to 


his fight against communism, 
despite the faet that he finally 
signed with Russia the non- 
aggression pact which made it 
possible for him to launch his 
war of aggression in 1939. 

The sensational fire which de- 
atroyed the German Reichstag 
in 1933 was laid at the door of 
a Dutch Communist, Marinus 
Van Der Lubbe. He was found 
guilty by the supreme court and 
beheaded, although many for- 
eign observers thought the 
Nazis set the fire themselves 
for propaganda purposes. Hitler 
drove the Communists under- 
ground, but they still kept up 
their operations. When I was 
in Germany just before the war, 
the Red: were spreading their 
message by printed matter 
which was shoved under office 
doors during the hours of dark- 
ness by an army of secret 
workers. 

Since those days, the Com- 
munist world revolution has 
struck in many countries, with 
particular attention to the 
United States as leader of the

It is out to de- 
‘stroy ‘all other ideologies—a 
challenge - to demo- 
cratic governments and one 
which can be met only by con- 
crete and constructive ideals.
